These annual engagements are inseparably associated with the 
name of the Evangelical Alliance, and the meetings arranged by the Council 
in the West-end have been amongst the most encouraging of the series. But

In almost every part of the globe meetings have been held through its instru- 
mentality, at the opening of the year, for prayer and supplication, and this 
fact has been referred to by more than one speaker at the meetings at home as a 
stimulating and encouraging experience for the Christian worker." 
The writer goes on to say: ‘ ‘If two of you shall agree on earth as tonch- 
ing anything that ye shall ask,’ was the Divine condition ; but how much greater, 
it has been argued, would the blessing be when not only two, but thousands in all :

The late lamented Bishop Lightfoot has left a valuable legacy to the Christian 
world in his last publication, which is appearing im the pages of the Expositor. 
It is a paper, hitherto unpublished, on the ‘‘ Internal evidence for the authenticity 
and genuineness of St. John's Gospel.” It was read about eighteen years ago at 
a series of lectures delivered at St. George's Hall in 1871 on Christian evidences. 
It’s not having been then published gave rise to a rumour that Dr. Lightfoot was 
dissatisfied with it. The Bishop’s reply (and it is mteresting as his last message 
to the public) is: ‘‘The present publication of the lecture is my answer to this 
rumour. I give it after eighteen years exactly in the same form in which it was 
originally written, with the exception of a few verbal alterations. Looking over it 
again after this long lapse of time, I have nothing to withdraw. Additional study 
has only strengthened my conviction that this narrative of St. John could not 
have been written by anyone but an eye-witness.”

of the Alliance held at Berlin in 1857, she seems first to have learned to 
value its principles, and she was, till her advancing age prevented her, a constant 
attendant at the meetings of the Week of Prayer held in Berlin during the early 
days of Jannary of each year. A letter in the Times from one who attended these 
meetings in January 1869, relates seeing the Queen of Prussia as she was then 
coming into the meeting, and all standing to receive her, and adds ‘‘ One could and 
the demeanour of the people showed that her action could not have 
unusual.” 


Those who have followed, with painfal interest, the accounts that have 
appeared from time to time in our columns of the persecution to which Lutherans

The death of Dr. Von Dillinger, at a very advanced age, has removed 
actors upon the ecclesiastical stage in Europe.

It is 
co:tainly encouraging to have the testimony of one so competent to judge of work 
ia Africa as Mr. Stanley, the more so as it forms a pleasing contrast to what 
Canou Taylor has given_as his notion of mission work in that country. 


The well-known arnual gathering of Evangelical clergy, known as the 
Islington meeting, has just taken place, and seems to have been one of particular — 
interest from the practical nature of the subjects considered. A prominent place 
among these practical matters was accorded to the discussion of Home Reunion, a 
subject to which the Lambeth Conference has directed attention. It is creditable 
to the good sense of the Evangelical clergy, as represented at Islington, that all 
who spoke seem to have rejected as utterly impracticable the endeavour, which 
finds favour with the High Church party, to induce Presbyterians and other non- 
Episcopal Christians to come over to the ranks of Episcopalianism as the only 
ground on which the reunion sought can be attained. One speaker (Archdeacon 
Taylor) well called this ‘‘ treating with our Nonconformist brethren as the Pope is 
ready to treat with us—i.c., to hold out his paternal arms to embrace us if we 
return.” 


The practical means which were suggested as tending to Home Reunion were 
rather on the lines of the Evangelical Alliance, which received honourable mention 
from more than one speaker ; cultivating a spirit of love for all who love the Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity, and of forbearance in reference to those non-essential 
points on which we mey differ from one another. Episcopacy was treated as a 
non-essential, although each speaker emphasized his recognition of its being the 
best and most Scriptural form of Church government. One speaker advocated 
comprehending within the National Church all who accepted the doctrinal articles 
of the Church of England. The testimony of this Islington meeting, if not 
favourable to corporate reunion, as the Lambeth circular regards it, was most 
favourable to Christian union in the highest sense, on the basis of the recognition of 
the real corporate union of all who are Christ's as an existing fact “in Him.”
